which give every evidence of having 
been built by a superior race of be­ 
ings. 
These are on such a gigantic 
scale, that Belzoni, the famous trav­ 
eller. declares “that the most sublime 
ideas which can be formed from the 
most magnificent specimens of our 
present architecture, would give a very 
inadequate picture of these ruins.’’

a city of departed giants.” 
For some
